The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
none of the prior art of record discloses or suggests an apparatus comprising in 
part the combination of the following: 

an elongate ultrasound radiating member having a hollow, cylindrical 
central core and three or more substantially flat sides; 
a first cylindrical electrode applied to the hollow, cylindrical central core; 
a second electrode applied to at least one of the sides; and 
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a tubular catheter body configured to surround the elongate ultrasound 
radiating member. 

The most relevant prior art is Brisken et al. (6,296,619) who disclose a 
therapeutic ultrasonic catheter wherein the radiating member is a cube (Figure 25 for 
example with four flat sides) but lacks the disclosure of a hollow, cylindrical central core 
therein and a first cylindrical electrode applied to the hollow, cylindrical central core.
